A recent vote on the House floor to condemn the “Horrors of Socialism” proved what many people 
already knew about the Democrat Party; it is infested with socialists.

Republicans called up the resolution as a way to remind the public that socialist policies — 
which they fear have been creeping into American life after two years of Biden’s Democrat 


control in Washington — go against the values on which America was founded. 


House ee Leader Steve Scalise, R-La., said Thursday that 


As expected, the resolution split Democrats, as some have openly described themselves as 
adherents of “democratic socialism.” As a group, Democrats narrowly voted in favor of the 
resolution by a 109-86 tally, even though every Democrat who debated the bill spoke 
against the resolution. 


Naturally, Democrats had a shallow defense for their resistance to the vote. According to California 


Democrat fear-monger Maxine Waters, the entire vote was a precursor to the elimination of social 
security and other welfare programs: 


“Americans know better than the fear-mongering we see here today,” Waters said. “They 
know, for example, that when the pandemic hit and people were dying all across this 
country, it was the federal government that stepped in to provide trillions of dollars of 
support to small businesses, workers, ranchers, students, seniors, and would you believe it, 
even Republican members of Congress.” 


“Historically, Republicans have tried to label as socialist any Democratic actions that 
improve the lives of Americans,” added Rep. Nydia Velazquez, D-N.Y. “This is what 
Republicans call socialism. From climate action and public education to affordable care and 
Social Security, Republicans classify popular government programs to help working 
families as socialism.” 


The point is that Democrats are infested with the belief that an over-arching government presence that 
controls the means of production is the best form of government, a claim that has been proven 
demonstrably false on occasion after occasion. Collectivism fails 100% every time and place it is 
advocated.

Democrats and their allies in the media are ready to condemn riots now that the turmoil has shifted to 
fit their narrative. 


On Wednesday, a mob of Trump supporters stormed the U.S. Capitol building. It was an astonishing 
display of anarchic protest that delayed congressional certification of the Electoral College vote 
formally handing former Vice President Joe Biden the keys to the White House. 


The scenes from the dark day of disaster demonstrations illustrated a deteriorating country, repulsed 
millions, and traumatized a nation still recovering from the death, despair, and disruption that came to 
define the dystopian months of 2020. Above all, what happened Wednesday served as a grim reminder 
that the institutional stress test of 2020 has followed us into 2021. 


For the left, however, the chaos at the Capitol has opened an opportunity to refute the perception they 
own the monopoly on widespread political violence. Democrats and left-wing media elites have_already 


capitalized on the violent outbreak, where four people died, to characterize conservatives as the 
creatures of chaos. 


At this point, it’s undeniable that the political far-right calls home to its own Antifa-like anarchists. It is 
also undeniable, however, that reaction to the protests from conservative leaders roundly condemning 
the violence from their own side stands in remarkable contrast to the way Democrats and corporate 
media spent months going out of their way attempting to justify the deadly actions of militant leftists. 


Not one prominent conservative pundit or politician with any significant platform was reported to have 
tried endorsing the mob of Trump supporters infiltrating the U.S. Capitol. To the contrary, 
conservatives spent months vilifying Democratic leaders for not doing enough in their own states and 
cities to crack down on the militant mobs of leftists taking streets under siege, normalizing the kind of 
political violence on track to appear routine in the nightmare 2020 decade. 


It was only seven months ago that Washington D.C. was last on fire. 


A trip down memory lane chronicling the left’s reaction to last year’s eruption of unrest claiming the 
lives of at least 30 people not only exposes the hypocrisy suffusing Democrats’ condemnation of 
political violence, but also illustrates a sobering reality that there’s plenty of blame to go around for the 
situation in which the United States now finds itself.

“But Brandon, we see them all the time on social media! Some of the most famous socialists in the 
world are in our own government!” 


Correct, but I’d like to put forward the argument that these “eat the rich” socialists that you see 
dominating social media and television screens aren’t actually socialists. They may espouse these 
values, they may even sincerely believe them, but they’re not socialists. 


I’m going to put forward a handful of examples, and you draw your own conclusions. 
Example 1: Bernie Sanders and Alexandria Ocasio-Cortez

Any day that Rep. Maxine Waters (D-Calif.) commits a self-own is a good day.

Before he addressed Waters, though, Roy stated that “I was intrigued by an op-ed that I saw not too 
long ago by a Democrat from Cuba commenting on one of our colleagues, an avowed socialist [AOC], 
and essentially pointing out the extent to which ‘democratic socialism is a lot like the system my family 
fled except its proponents promised to be nicer when seizing your business."” 


“That’s the truth,” Roy remarked. “We can talk about these terms as if they don’t matter, but they do. 
They do matter. They’re actually at the core of who we are.” 


“T’ve got one question for the ranking member,” Roy continued, looking at Waters and then his notes. 
“Ranking member Waters, in a 2008 hearing you said quote, ‘and guess what, this liberal will be all 
about? This liberal will be all about socializing, would be about basically taking over the government 
and the government running all of your companies,’ end quote” Roy said. “Simple question: Do you 
stand by that statement?”
